IS LAW 


COLUMBUS, Aug. IS — (UP) 


— The DISalle act, making kid- 
naping for ransom, punishable by 
death in Ohio, unless the trial jury 
recommends mercy, became oper- 
ative as law today, upon the ex- 
piration of the 90-day referendum 
period. 


When a jury recommends mercy, 


the penalty provided by the new 
law Is life imprisonment, except In 
cases where the victim is returned 
unharmed before the trial, when 
the defendant may be sentenced to 
a minimum of 20 years' Imprison- 
ment. 


The new law, modeled after the 


federal Lindbergh act, was spon- 
sored in the legislature by Rep. 
Michael V. DiSalle, D., Lucas 
county.

Harkrider, art director of Uni- 
versal Studios who, in his former 
position with Florenz Ziegfeld and 
lately in designing motion picture 
sets, has had an opportunity to 
study intensively modern building 
trends. 
Harkrider also has de- 


signed homes and interiors for 
many of the picture stars and has 
decorated several of Hollywood's 
swank night clubs. 


Forerunners 


Already modern cities and new 


building areas are being laid out 
In circles, eliminating 
the 
old 


square city block and the old fash- 
ioned building lot. Norman Bel 
Geddes, foremost stage designer in 
the legitimate theatre today, is ex- 
hibiting throughout the 
country 


architectural models of rounded, 
cylindrical skyscrapers. The spa- 
cious rounded "corner" windows 
which one sees everywhere today 
in modernistic homes is a forerun- 
ner of the revolving round house 
which Harkrider believes is but a 
short time ahead. 


"These new homes will put an 


end to many human woes," Hark- 
rider asserts. "Houses already are 
being constructed of stainless steel 
and in many instances are air-con- 
ditioned. Soon homes will be In- 
stalling special lights such as are 
used in hospital rooms to destroy 
all germs. 


"With air conditioning and win- 


dows ppaled this should put an end 
to most of the colds, flu and hay 
fevers which are carried to us 'In 
our homes and offices by dust la- 
den germs. 


"Naturally these homes will be 


Impervious to the elements and we 
will worry but little If it hails, 
rains or freezes. We will be like 
the 'Three Little Pigs' and nature 
can huff and puff but It won't 
blow our houses in." 


Just Like Doughnuts 


Tho revolving- round house will 


feature outside terraces and sun j 
der.ks, while the "hole in the mid- 
dle" will be an enclosed patio gar- 
den with luxurious plants 
and 


flowers grown under the artificial 
conditions by which scientists now 
are raising producing crops 
in 


glass trays without soil. 


"Straight lines in rugs and fur- 


niture designs will be replaced by 
curves to fit the circular walls and 
floors." says Harkrider. 


"It is Inevitable that the movies 


will play a large part in hastening 
home modernization," he continues. 


"Beauty and comfort as revealed 


on motion picture sets bring a new 
conception of living values to audi- 
ences. The things that they see in 
films cause 
architects, 
interior 


decorators and the general public 
to think—and often to copy. 


"We who design the sets are 


compelled to provide settings and 
furnishings which are absolutely 
correct for each scene or we would 
soon hear criticisms from the ex- 
perts along these who see our 
work when they go to the movies. 
Therefore, we try to be the last 
wcrd in mechanical, architectural 
and scenic research 
along 
the 


lines of the home beautiful. 


Follows Film Ideas 


"One prominent California archi- 


tect told me recently that he often 
made mental notes of the Inova- 
tions which he saw in films and 
that he had used several such 
ideas recently in homes he had de- 
signed and constructed." 


Harkrider believes that the day

satisfied with the solid oak type* 
of furnishings. 


"People now demand the beaut- 


iful and utllitariun," he asserted 
"Glass and chromium and stainless 
steel are playing an ever Increa- 
sing part In construction. The old 
dust bags and

are a menace and are being dis- 
placed by more beautiful and ef- 
fective designs which are more 
sanitary and more convenient." 


Many of the designs which point 


this future trend were exhibited by 
Harkrider in a visit to the sets of 
Universal's new pictures, "100 
Men and a Girl," and "Reported 
Missing," which he designed. One 
of the sets in the first picture is 
an exact duplicate of the eastern 
home of Leopold Stokowski, noted 
Philadelphia Symphony conductor 
who Is in the picture. Blueprints 
and wash drawings of the home 
were forwarded to Hollywood and 
are a marvel of modern design and 
construction according to Hark- 
rider, who himself has designed 
homes for some of the movies' 
greatest stars.

COFFEE FAILURE 


IN PHILIPPINES 


MANILA, Aug. 16 <UP)—Coffee 


growing, which was introduced in- 
to the Philippines from Brazil in 
1740 and which grew to be fourth 
ranking industry In the islands, is 
gradually fading into oblivion, ac- 
cording to the Bureau 
of Cus- 


toms. 


Before the turn of the century, 


the Philippines each year exported 
considerable quantities of coffee. 
Now the situation is reversed and 
the islands imports virtually all 
of the coffee used by the 17,000,- 
000 population. 


Probably the peak year for Phil- 


ippine coffee exports was 1886, 
when a total of 7,136,303 kilos, 
valued at $677,273 was exported. 
(A kilogram ts 2.204 pounds.) Two 
years later the amount exported 
declined to 
6,389,253 kilos. 
The 


amount exported 
gradually de- 


clined until just before the end of 
the century when 
the wholesale 


devastations of coffee plantations 
by pests and diseases 
brought 


about a sharp slump in production. 


By 1909, Philippine coffee ex- 


ports totalled only 1,454 kilos. Two 
years later, the exports had drop- 
ped to 610 kilos. In 1935, 
coffee 


exports were valued at only $166 
and last year their value was $81. 


While a sharp decline was tak- 


ing place in coffee exported from 
the islands, an unprecedented rise 
in the Importation of coffee 
was 


taking place. In 1910, a total of 
1,150,928 kilos were imported by 
the Philippines, mostly from 
the 


United States and Hawaii. By 
1925, 
annual 
importations 
had 


grown to 1,678,994 kilos. 


During; 1936, the islands im- 


ported 3,712,829 kilos of coffee. 


The annual average production 


of coffee in the Philippines during' 
the last 10 years has been 1,202,- 
770 kilos. The average annual im- 
portation during the same period 
was 2,612,928 kilos. 


Although the 
government is 


urging 
wider 
diversification of 


agriculture to lessen the 
islands' 


dependency on sugar, Department 
of Agriculture officials anticipate 
little enlargement of coffee pro- 
duction due to the lack of stabil- 
ity in world coffee prices during 
the past few years.

IN THE LAST two days we have 


outlined the details of the findings 
af the Mellon Institute research on 
the factors in safe and comfortable 


shaving. 
There 


is plenty of rea- 
son for calling 
a t t e n t i o n to 
this, for aside 
from minor dis- 
comforts, shav- 
ing can result in 
s e v e r e infec- 
tions. I know of 
o n e d e a t h 
ascribed to gen- 
eral Stahlycoc- 
cic i n f e c t i o n 
w h i c h started 
with an Ingrown 
hair. In the last 
two articles we 


gave the reasons for the conclu- 
sions, which involved explanations 
of experiments, and so perhaps to- 
day it would be well to give a gen- 
eral summary of what constitutes 
a safe and comfortable shave. 


To obtain the most satisfactory 


shave two factors are necessary, 
and they are of equal importance 
—proper preparation and a good 
razor. 


Wash the face first with soap and 


water, using HOT water and soap 
that does not irritate the skin. Do 
this for half a minute, then rinse. 
This removes grit and other mate- 
rial which might dull the razor or 
Interfere with the action of the 
shaving soap. 


Then apply shaving soap (or 


cream) rubbing in well with the 
flngers, using plenty of water. Then 
whip Into a thorough lather with 
the shaving brush, with hot water. 
The hotter the water the more rap- 
id and complete the preparation. 


If a latherless cream is used it 


should be applied on top of the 


soap lather which results from the 
first cleansing. Whether to use a 
latherless cream or a soap la large- 
ly a matter of taste, though It is 
said that the latherless creams are 
slower in their softening action 
than the soap. 


Purpose of Preparation 


The purposes of preparation are 


(1) to modify the hard condition of 
the hair shaft, (2) lubrication of 
the razor blade, (3) providing a 
stiff supporting medium for the 
hairshaft so the razor can attack 
it, protection of the skin from cuts 
and bruises, and securing the anti- 
septic action of the soap. 


The second part of the prepara- 


tion should require two and a half 
minutes. 


Begin shaving by wetting the 


razor. 
Both the razor and the 


face should be wet all the time. 
Razor blade sharpness 
and the 


shaving angle are the most impor- 
tant items in comfort. An angle 
of about 25 degrees is the best for 
most people, but there are individ- 
ual variations. 


For a hypersensitive face two 


modifications are suggested: the 
use of cold water for lathering and 
the use of a "cool" shaving soap— 
i. e., one having menthol in it. 


The use of a lotion following 


shaving is to control small points 
of bleeding, to provide an antisep- 
tic and astringent action, and to 
replace a protective covering re- 
moved by the disappearance of fat 
and skin debris by the preparation. 
Talcum powder does the last well. 


Discomfort and the production of 


a tender face during shaving is due 
to (1) dull blades, (2) the adoption 
of an improver shaving angle of 
the razor blade, (3) inadequate 
preparation, 
(4) stretching 
the 


skin too much, (5) going against 
the erraln.
